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MORE ARGUMENTS 
ON PANAMA CANAL 


Senator Cullom Reports in 
Favor *f Treaty, 


Senator Morgan Immediately Enters 
Protest Against Acceptance of 
the Report and Then Dis- 
cussion Becomes Heated 
and General. 


Washington. January 18.—While the 
Panama canal question has been before 
the senate on general principles during 
the greater part of the present session 
the Panama canal treaty was not reported 
until today. It had no sooner been re- 
ported favorably to the senate in execu- 
tive session than it became the subject 
of heated discussion. 

Senator Cullom made a report in favor 
of the treaty, whereupon Senator Morgan, 
a member of the committee, at once 
entered formal protests against the ac- 
ceptance of the report on the ground 
that whien the committee decided to re- 
port the'treaty an amendment was still 
under consideration, and that he had not 
had time to present an amendment look- 
ing to the striking out of article 22 of 
the treaty, in which Panama renounces 
rer right to participation in the earnings 
Of the canal when built. 

Senator Morgan supported his written 
statement with a brief speech, and was 
immediately followed by Senator Daniel, 
with a resolution declaring against the 
policy of reporting any treaty or bill until 
each member shall have offered any 
émendments he may desire to present. 

Senator Danie] declared that the course 
of the committee had been both precip- 
itate and unfair, and urged that the 
treaty should be recommended for further 
consideration. 

Replies were made by Senator Cullom, 
Senator Spooner and Senator Allison. 

Speaking as chairman of the committee 
On foreign relations, Mr. Cullom said 
that the treaty had been in committee for 
almost a month before it was taken up. 
He conceded that during the greater por- 
tion of this time congress was not in 
session, but said he had called the com- 
mittee to meet on the first regular meet- 
ing day after the senate reconvened, and 
that at his instance it had been hold- 
ing daily sessions most of the time since. 
He declared that very careful considera- 
tion had been given to all the details 
connected with the treaty and said that, 
instead of precipitancy being manifested, 
the committee had given the utmost con- 
sideration to all suggestions for amend- 
ments, and had adopted some of them. 
He felt that the majority had listenea 
with great patience to ali the repre- 
sentatiOns made, and, therefore, had felt 
justified in putting the motion made by 
Senator Lodge in committee for the re- 
porting of the treaty without delay. 

Senator Spooner spoke along the same 
lines and went info detail to show “the 
cOnsideration given by the committee to 
the suggestions from democratic senators. 
Mr. Allison suggested that democratic 
senators could offer-amendments at any 
Stage of the proceedings in the senate, 
and assured them that all such amend- 
ments would have fair ana deliberate 
consideration. 

No action was taken on Senator Dan- 
iel’s resolution, or Senator Morgan's pro- 
test, but, before the senate adjourned, 
Senator Cullom gave notice that he would 
ask the senate to take up the treaty to- 
morrow or Wednesday, and until disnosed 
of to consider it from day to day to the 
exclusion of other business. 


CITIZEN TRAIN 
SUDDENLY DIES 


Death Due to Heart Disease. 
Short Sketch of 
Deceased, 


New York, January !18.—George Fran- 
cis Train died tonight from heart dis- 
ease, at Mills hotel No. !, where he has 
lived for some years. 

George Francis Train was born in Bos- 
tcn, March 24, 1829. He was orphaned 
in 1833, his father, mother and three sis- 
ters dying at New Orleans of yellow 
fever. He organized the firm of Train 
& Co., shipping agents, with offices here 
and in Australia, and strated the first 
chipper ships to California in 1849. He 
promoted several railroads and made an 
independent race for president in 1872. 
He was noted as a prolific writer and for 
his eccentricities. 

Heart disease, from which he died, 
followed an attack of acute nephritis. 

Omaha, Neb., January’ 1!8.—George 
Francis Train came to Omaha in the 
early sixties and at once became promi- 
nent in business affairs. It was he who 
concieved the idea of constructing the 
Union Pacific railroad. He laid out a 
number of additions to the city and here 
organized the Credit Fonsfer, and Credit 
Mobilier, for the purpose of raising mon- 
ey to finance the Union Pacific.

Reyes Insists That Colombia 
Was Unfairly  Interfered 
With by United 
States 


HAY “GREATLY SURPRISED 
AT GROSS IMPUTATIONS 
REPEATED BY GEN, REYES”

Correspondence Between the Repre- 
sentative of Colombia and Secre- 
tary of State Was Red Hot. 
Neither Minced Words 
in Their Diplomatic 
Exchanges—Hay 
Firm. 


Washington, January 18.—President 
Roosevelt transmitted to the senate to- 
day additional correspondence between 
the United States and Colombia respect- 
ing Panama, covering the period from 
December 23, 1903, to January 6 last. 

A statement of grievances on the part 
of Colombia was preSented to the state 
department by General Reyes'on Decem- 
ber 23. General Reves says that the 
course of the United States had worked 
deep injury to Colombia. He maintained 
that in rejecting the canal treaty Co- 
lombia was exercising a perfect right, 
and said he believed a treaty would be 
accepted but for the threats of General 
Beaufort that his government would re- 
ject any amendments. 
And he cited the treaty of 1846 as show- 
ing that the independence and sovereign- 
ty of Colombia was to be maintained in- 
tact between the two governments. 

General Reyes said with reference to 
the Hay-Herran trenty that the same 
course was followed in Bogota as was 
pursued in Washington. If the treaty, he 
said, had been rejected in Washington 
the disapproval would have involved no 


grievance for Colombia, and. that-the-Ge= 


lombian congress in its disapproval of the 
treaty simply éxercised a vested right. 
This action, he maintaf A, did not dis- 
qualify the Colombian g /ernment for the 
conclusion of another treaty. 

In speaking of the action of the Colom- 
bian congress in its efforts to amend 
the treaty General] Reyes says: 

“I firmly belfeve that it would have ap- 
proved the convention with amendments 
that would probably have been acceptable 
to the United States had not the Ameri- 
can minister at Bogota repeatedly de- 
clared in the most positive manner that 
nis government would reject any amend- 
ments that might be offered.”’ 


Reyes Quotes Instructions. 

After citing the instructions to Minister 
Beaupre, made public by the state depart- 
ment heretofore in this connection, Gen- 
eral Reyes concluded: 

“No one will wonder that under the 
pressure of threats so serious and irri- 
tating, and In preseuce of a formal notifi- 
cation from the party which had the 
authority to serve it, that no amendment 
would be accepted, preference was given 
to disapproval.’ 

As to the recogyition of the republic of 
Panama, General Reyes says that it is a 
matter of public knowledge that the 
mother country commands sufficient 
forces to subdge a revolution. ‘‘The at- 
titude of the United States,”’ he says, 
“constitutes, according to the most an- 
clent and modern = authority on inter- 
national law, not only a great offense, but 
also a formal attack upon her wealth.” 

After declaring that Panama formed 
the most important part of the nationa] 
wealth of Colombia, General Reyes con- 
tinues: 

Before the news was divulged that a 
revolution was about to break out on 
the isthmus, General Reyes says, a 
United States military officer stopped the 
railway from carrying to Panama, as it 
was under obligation to do, a battalion 
of troops from Bogota, which had just 
arrived at Colon, ‘‘at the very time when 
its arrival in that city would have im- 
peded or suppressed any revolutionary 
attempt.’”’ 

General Reyes said that in leading the 
Colombian army to restore order on the 
isthmus he (Reyes) had the honor to ad- 
dress a note on the subject to Rear Ad- 
miral Cozhlan, to which he receivel a 
reply without delay as follows: 

“His (Coghlan’s) present orders are to 
prevent the landing of soldiers with hos- 
tile intent, within the boundary of the 
state of Panama.” 

At this time the Colombian army con- 
sisted of 10,000 men, which General Reyes 
declared to be more than sufficient to 
suppress the Panama revolution, “if your 
excellency’s government had not pre- 
vented the landing of the troops under 
my command that were to embark at 
Puerto Colombia.” 

In this connection General Reyes calls 
attention to the fact that there is no 
overland way to reach Panama from Co- 
lombia, 

“The true character of the new state of 
Panama,” says General Reyes, *ts reveal- 
ed in the fact that it came into existence 
by a coup de malin, effected by the win- 
ning over of troops, valorous without

Washington, January 18.—(Special.)— 
Representative Maddox has been notified 
of further trouble in the Rome postoffice. 
Postmaster Helm has preferred charges 
against Delivery Clerk Brown of ineffici- 
ency, neglect of duty and drunkenness. 
Brown, in a spirit of retaliation, charges 
the postmaster with drunkenness and 
using profane language in the postoffice. 

Representative Maddox says the post- 
office inspectors are now at work on the 
Rome postoffice and it ig prébahf tifere 
will be a general shaking up in that 
office all along the line. He gays he is 
informed that the inspectors, in-following 
up the charge that officials of the post- 
office were opening letters addressed to 
patrons of the postoffice, that several 
hundred letters, which had been opened, 
were found in a sewer connected with 
the postoffice. Mamy of these letters 
showed that they were originally accom- 
panied by checks and. drafts to the 
amount of several hundrv« dollars. 

Judge Maddox says that he hag been in- 
formed that there has been a persistent 
looting of the mails by postoffice officials 
and some startling disclosures are ex- 
pected before the investigation of the 
Rome postoffice is concluded. 

More Pay for Court Officials. 

Senator Clay today introduced a Dill 
providing that bailiffs, criers and other 
offictais of the federal courts shall be 
paia $3 a day instead of $2, as is now 
provided. A recent act of congress pro- 
vided the larger remuneration for officials 
of the court in Alabama and at the sug- 
gestion of Judge Newman the senator 
is seeking to secure similar increase for 
Georgia, 

Changes in Committees. ° 

Under changes in committees, an- 
nounced by Speaker Cannon today, Mr. 
Hardwick, of the tenth district, becomes 
a member of the committee on coinage, 
weights and measures, instead of the 
purely nominal committee of revision of 
the laws to which he was first assigned. 

Judge Griggs resigned his place on the 
coinage committee, his duties upon other 
committees being such as to make it im- 
possible to give the time to this one that 
he would like. 

Senator Bacon Has Cold. 

Because of a severe cold from which he 
is suffering Senator Bacon has been con- 
fined to his room for several days. His 
physician has forbidden him to attempt

Bogota, Colombia, January 17, via 
Galveston, January 18.—A cable re- 
ceived here, and believed to have been 
sent by General Reyes, gives up all 
hope of a blocking of the canal treaty. 

The information is given ex-cathe- 
dra to the government that Colombia 
cannot rely on a solid democratic op- 
position to the treaty, and that cer 
tainly one-third, if not fully one-half, 
of the democrats in the senate will 
vote for the treaty as the best and 


quickest way to get a canal. 


People here have been led to be- 
lieve that the democrats wer practi- 
cally solid and that the matter would 
be made an issue in the presidential 
campaign. 

The contents of the cablegram have 
not been made public property, and 
will be slow in getting throughout the 
country. 

The result of the dissemination of 
the news of this final blow to Colom- 
bian hopes is difficult to estimate.

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ECKSTEIN TELLS 
OF BECHTELS 


Testimony Shows Mabel To 
Have Been Bad 
Character, 


Allentown, Pa., January 18.—The chain 
of circumstantial evidence which the 
commonwealth is attempting to forge 
around Mrs. Catherine Bechtel, charged 
with being an accessory after the fact 
in the murder of her daughter, Mabel, 
was greatly strengthened today by the 
witnesses called by the prosecution, and, 
coupled with this, what little was left 
of the fair name of the dead girl was 
completely wiped out by the testimony 
of Alois Eckstein, who said he was will- 
ing to overleok her faults and make the 
pretty, wayward girl his wife. 

Eckstein’s story of the intimacy of 
himself and other men with Mabel Bech- 
tel was shocking. He went so far as to 
testify that the mother condoned the 
conduct of her daughter. He related 
the visit to the Bechtel home on the 
day Mabel’s body is alleged to have been 
hidden in the houge, and sald that the 
members of the family appeared strange 
to him. 

On the Saturday preceding the murder, 
Eckstein said he went to the Bechtel 
home -and remained all night.

“In which room did Mabel sleep?”

“Sad, indeed, is the fate of my country, 
condemned at times to suffer calamities 
from its’ revolutions and at others to 
witness the unexpected attacks of a pow- 
erful but friendly state which, for the 
first time, breaks its honors and tra- 
ditions of respect for right—especially 
the right of the weak.” 

“The Panama revolutionists,” continues 
General Reyes, “‘were counselled by 
speculators of several countries, who 
had assumed the direction of affairs.” 
And he asserts that thousands of the in- 
habitants of Panama condemned the 
separatists’ movements. 

General Reyes says that Panama has 
become .independent because the govern- 
ment of the United States desired it; 
because, with its incomparably superior 
fotce the United States prevented the 
landing of Colombian troops; because, 
even before the separatists movement 
was known in Bogota, the United Statcs 
had its war vessels at the entrance of 
Colombian ports, preventing the depart- 
ure of Colombian battalions; ‘‘because, 
without regard to the precedent estab- 
lished by statesmen, who have dealt 
with this matter, the United States has 
not respected our rights in that strip of 
land, which Colombia considers 
as a divine bequest for the 
innocent use of the American 
family of states, and finally, because the 
government of the United States, Iinvok- 
ing and putting into practice the right of 
might, has taken from us by bloodless 
conquest, but by conquest nevertheless, 
the most important pagt of the national 
territory. In this crisis of -the life of my 
country, as unlooked for as it is terrible, 
Colombia rests its most comforting hopes 
In the sentiments of justice, which ani- 
mates the government of your excellency, 
and confidently trusts that that govern- 
ment which has so many times surprised 
the world by its wisdom, will, on this 
occasion astonish it by its example.”’ 

General Reyes cites ithe @hirty-fifth 
article of the treaty of 1846, providing 
that when either country feels itself of- 
fended it shall lay before the Other a 
statement of such injury or damages, 
and concludes: 

‘Since the aforesaid treaty is the law, 
which governs between the two countries, 
I propose that the claims which I make 
in the present note on account of the 
violation of the aforesaid treaty and all 
other claims which may hereafter be 
made in connection with the events of 
Farama be submitted to the arbitration 
tribunal of The Hague.’ 

Secretary Hay answered this note un- 
der date of January 5. He says the gov- 
ernment has carefully considered the 
grave complaints made, and assures 
General Reyes of our most friendly sen- 
tirmments for the government and people 
of Colombia. The questions submitted, 
he says, can be considered in the 
light of accomplished facts, of which one 
is that the republic of Panama has be- 
come a member of the family of nations, 

General Reyes declares the United 
States has injured the right of Colom- 
bia by an “incredible transgression of 
the limits set by equity and justice,’’ and 
continues: 

“Before the coup de main, which pro- 
claimed the independence of the isthmus 
took place at Panama, there were in this 
very city agents of the authors of that 
coup in conference with high personages 
clothed with official character, as is as- 
serted by reputable American newspapers 
I have received information to the el- 
fect that a bank in New York opencd 
a considerable credit in their favor, wits 
a knowledge of the general use for whicu 
it was intended, even though unaware that 
it was to be applied, in part, to the br'- 
bery of a large part of the garrison at 
Panama.”’

Hay Surprised at Reyes. 

“The department has read with s#sur- 
prise,” Mr. Hay comments, ‘“‘your repeti- 
tion of gross imputations upon the con- 
duct and motives of this government, 
which are eaid to have appeared in repu- 
table American newspapers.”’ 

Mr. Hay says: 

“By the declaration of independence ot 
the Republic of Panama, a new situa- 
tion was created. On the one hand stood 
the government of Colombia invoking in 
the name of the treaty of 1846 the aid of 
this government fn its efforts to suppress 
the revolution; on the other hand stood 
the Republic of Panama that had come 
into being in order that the great design 
of that treaty might not be forever frus- 
trated, but might be fulfilled. The isth- 
mus was threatened with desolation by 
another civil war. Nor were the rights 
and interests of the United States alone at 
Stake. The interests of the whole civ- 
ilized world were involved. The Re- 
public of Panama stood for these inter- 
ests; the government of Colombia op- 
posed them. Compelled to choose be- 
tween these two alternatives, the govern- 
ment of the United States, in no wise 
responsible for the situation that had 
arisen, did not hesitate. It recognized 
the independence of the Republic of Pan- 
ama.”’ 

Under all the circumstances, says the 
secretary, the department is unable to 
regard the complaints of Colombia against 
this government as having any’ valid 
formation. This government, says the 
secretary, sees no occasion for resort to 
The Hague, the questions involved being 
political. 

Reyes Wants Particulars. 

The secretary, replying to questions of 
establishing diplomatic relations between 
Panama and Colombia, the delineator of 
their respective boundaries and possible 
apportionment of their mutual pecuniary 
liabilities, say that if such suggestions 
are put in definite and concrete form 
they will receive at the hands of this 
government most careful consideration 
with a view to bringing them, in the ex- 
ercise of good offices, to the attention of 
Panama, 

Under date of January 6 Genera] Reyes 
submitted another note saying Secretary 
Hay’s note is construed as an intimation 
that the Colombian forces wil] be at- 
tacked by the United States on their en- 
tering the territory of Panama to subdue 
the rebellion and for that reason it would 
hold the government of the United States 
for all] damages caused to it by the loss 
of that national territory. i 

Replying to this on January 9, Secre- 
tary Hay says that he finds almost all 
of the propositions brought forwafd in 
the second note have been considered 
and fully answered in his note of Janua- 
ry 5. Secretary Hay adds: 

“Even if Colombia should persist in as- 
suming hostile attitude toward us it will 
only be after the most careful delibera- 
tion, and with extreme reluctance, that 
this government would shape its course 
in accordance with the deplorable condi- 
tions thus created.”’ 

Reyes Says He Is Unmoved. 

Under date of January =I! General 
Reyes addressed Secrétary Hay, 
stating that he finds his arguments had 
not been refuted by the otherwise force- 
ful papers which he has received. 

Secretary Hay answers this note under 
date of January !3 with the statement 
that there is no reason to reconsider the 
attitude of the United States as hereto- 
fore set forth.

Among the important cases likely to 
come up this week is the trial of young 
Jet Moore, charged with the killing 
of Jerry Rhodes some years ago. This 
case has been continued a great many 
times and the defendant is now out on 
bond, it therefore bBelng likely that it 
will again go over for another term. 

The case of the state against Allen Lit- 
tle and against the white man, Oliver, 
who is accused of cutting Allen Lit- 
tle, will also be investigated by the grand 
jury.

Senate Also Discussed Scandals. 

The postoffice inquiry resolution and 
the Panama canal question divided the 
attention of the senate today. The first 
half of the session was given up to the 
inquiry and Messrs. Hale and Gorman 
were the speakers. Mr. Hale made a 
plea for the reference of all the resolu- 
tions looking to an investigation to the 
committee on postoffices and Mr. Gor- 
man repeated his assurance that he 
would be satisfied with that disposal of 
the question. 

The question went over until tomor- 
row with the understanding that after 
a few more speeches the resolution 
would be allowed to go to committee. 

The discussion of the Panama canal 
question was confined to the continuation 
of Mr. Teller’s argument, that the course 
of the United States ni the recent revolt 
of Panama was contrary to international 
law and sound morals. 

Mr. Hale said a number of democratic 
senators had been disturbed—Mr. Bacon, 
of Georgia, by the apparition of Perry 
Heath in the postoffice scandals, “and 
Mr. Gorman,” said Mr. Hale, ‘naturally 
looks upon himself in the role of prose- 
cutor of the republican party for all 
the delinquencies in the investigation." 

Mr. Gorman said it had been far from 
his purpose to become a public prosecu- 
tor. What he hed uttered on the sub- 
ject, he said, was to bring out the fact 
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that the investigation was incomplete and 
ought to go further, and that it could do 
no harm to have the work reviewed by 
persons not connected with he admini«- 
tration. “If there are further frauds in 
the department, we ought to have light 
on them,’’ he said. 

Mr. Clay asked Mr. Hale if he believed 
all the guilty persons in the . postoffice 
department had been exposed, idneted, 
punished or will be punished through 
the investigation conducted by the de- 
partment. 

Mr. Hale answered that he could not 
fay that the ful] result had been reached, 
but that the department had been com- 
mitted to the investigation, and he re- 
peated that never in the history of the 
country had there been an investigation 
so relentless. 

Mr. Gorman responded to Mr. Hale, 
saying that he could agree with him in 
most, things, but that concerning con- 
inestigations he believed that 
much good could be accomplished if 
only in detecting the flaws in the laws 
which permit such frauds ags_ those 
which have been disclosed in the postof- 
fice department. He said that the par- 
ty in power must be ready to take the 
cTedit or the blame for all that trans- 
pired in governmental affairs. ‘‘The re- 
publicans are taking the credit for the 
exposure in the postoffice department,” 
he said, ‘and IT suppose if the positions 
were reversed, we would do the same 
thing."’ 

The Carmack resolutior, calling for in- 
formation concerning a report of an in- 
vestigation alleged to have been made 
into the conduct of A. R. Cruzen, former 
collector of customs for Porto Rico, was 
adopted with eslight amendments. 

The senate adjourned until tomorrow.

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NO COLOR LINE 
ON GRAND JURY 


United States Supreme Court 
feaffirms Its Former Rul- 
ing on Question. 


Washington, January !8—The United 
States supreme. court today reaffirmed 
the ruling made some time ago in the 
case of Carter y. the State of Texas to 
the effect that the exclusion of negroes 
from grand juries in cases ir.volving crim- 
ina] charges against members of their 
race is in violation of the constitution, 
and, therefore, not permissible. 

The decision was delivered by Justice 
Holmes, in the case of a resident of Ala- 
bama, named Rogers, wh. ‘was indicted 
for murder by a jury composed entirely 
of white men, and from which, it is 
charged, all negroes were excluded be- 
cause of their color. The supreme court 
of the state upheld the regularity of 
the proceeding, but Rogers brought it 
to the federal] court on a writ of error, 
with the result that the decision of the 
state court was reversed, and the case 
remanded to the state courts for further 
proceedings not inconsistent with today’s 
opinion. 

The decision was based on the Carter 
case, in which it was held that ‘exclusion 
of all persons of the African race from 
@ grand jury which finds indictment 
against a negro in a state court, when 
they are excluded solely because of race 
or color, denied him equal protection of 
the laws in violation of the fourteenth 
amendment of the constitution of the 
United States, whether such exclusi0On is 
through the action of the legislature, 
‘through the courts or through the execu 
tive or administrative officers of the 
state.”’

NO QUARANTINE 
AGAINST ALBANY 


Representatives of Board of 
Health Make Report on 
* Conditions. 


Albany, Ga., January 1!9.—(Spectal.j— 
Dr. A. P. Taylor, of Thomasville, and 
Dr. H, F. Harris, of Atlanta, members 
of the state board of health, spent today 
in Albany, making inquiry into the local 
smallpox situation. 

It is understood that complaint had 
been made to the board by Camilla, Pel- 
ham and other towns, where cases of 
smallpox have recently appeared, and the 
investigation here today was to deter- 
mine whether a general quarantine 
against Albany should be recommended. 

Dr. Taylor and Dr. Harris found that 
the city authorities here are taking vig- 
orous measures against the disease, and 
iy it will probably soon be stamped 
out, 

Compulsory vaccination is being en- 
forced. All patients are isolated, and the 
pest is not spreading. The state board 
will not recommend quarantine measures 
against Albany, not believing that there 
is danger of a@ further spread. 

The type is very mild, not a death huv- 
ing resulted.

KANSAS CITY PLANKS 


Says First Act of Democratic: 
Convention Should Be Thei 
Adoption in Entirely, 


HIS SPEECH AT THE 
LINCOLN DOLLAR DINNER, 


Deaf Ear Should Be Turned to the 
Cry of “Anything To Win.” 
Time for Honest and Ag- 
Gressive Action Has Come. # 
Conditions Alarming 

He Says. 


Lincoln, Nebr., January ‘'t8.—A formal 
reception to Wiliam J. Bryan on his re- 
turn from Burope, taking the form of 
@ “dollar dinner,’’ was held tonight, and 
it was attended by nearly 700 democrits. 
The dinner was intended as a testimonial 
of regard and sympathy with Mr. Bryan’s 
political policies and to mark his entry 
into active participation in the precon- 
vention campaign. Mr. Bryan spoke to 
“The Moral Issue.” His speech was 
heartily applauded. 

Mr. Bryan said: 

“Instead of talking of:concegsions and 
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compromises, it is time for honest and 
aggressive action. We ere confronted 
with a condition that may well alarm the 
thoughtful and patriotic. We find cor- 
ruption everywhere. Voters are bought 
at so much a head, representatives in 
our city governments aze profiting by 
their positions and even federal officers 
are selling influence. What is the cause? 
The commercial spirit that puts a price 
on everything and resolves every question 
into ‘Will it pay?’ This commercialism 
has given popularity to that theory of 
government which permits the granting 
of privileges to a favored few and de- 
fends the theory by an attempt to show 
that the money thus given directly finds 
its way indirectly back into the pockets 
of the tax-payers. 

“If a party makes certain classes rich 
by law, will it not naturally turn to those 
Classes for contributions during the cam- 
peign? If congress votes millions of dol- 
lars annually to tariff barons, money 
magnates and monopolists, is it not nat- 
ural that an alderman should traffic in 
the small legislation of a city council, 
and if ovficials, high and low, use the 
government as if it were a private asset, 
is it surprising that many individuals 
who are without official position, yield 
to the temptation to sell the only polit- 
ical influende they have, namely, the 
ballot? What is the remedy? There is 
only one remedy, an appeal to the moral 
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sense of the country, an awakening of 
public conscience. 
A Straightforward Position. 

“And how can this appeal be made? 
Not by showing a greater desire for the 
Spoils of offices than for reforms, but by 
turning a deaf ear to the contemptible 
cry of ‘anything to win,’ and by an- 
nouncing an honest and straightforward 
position on every public question. 

“Shall we accept imperialism as an ac- 
complished fact in order to appease those 
who are willing to indorse ‘government 
without the consent of the governed?’ 
There can be no thought of such a sur- 
render, for who would trust us to dea 
with other questions if we prove false 
to the fundamental principles of self-gov- 
ernment? 

“Shall we change our position on the 
trust question in order to secure the sup- 
port of the trust magnates? Not for a 
moment can we think of it. We want 
the trust magnates against us, not for 
us, 

“Shall we abandon our advocacy of bi- 
metallism in order to conciliate those who 
defeated the party in other campaigns? 
Never. Some phase of the money ques- 
tion is always before congress, and no 
one can predict when the coinage phase 
of the money question will again become 
acute. No reform of any kind would be 
possible with the money changers in con- 
trol of the party. 

“Shall we change our positiun on the 
tariff question in order to win over demo- 
crats who are enjoying the benefits of 
protecti6n? It is absurd to suggest it, 
for the same _ viciOus' principle runs 
through all of the abuses from which the 
people suffer. 

“The Kansas City platform is sound 
on every plank, and the first act of the 
next democratic convention should be to 
reaffirm it in its entirety and its next 
act should be the adoption of new planks 
in harmony with it and covering such 
new questions as demand consideration.”’

I feel that we are now carrying out poli- 
cles as Americans which entitle us with 
clear hearts to celebrate the birth of the 
republican party fifty years ago. We 
have a right to appeal to what was done 


by the great men of the paSt_ decause 
we are treating the memory of their 
great deeds, not as an excuse for ouP 
failure to grapple with the emergencies 
of the present, but as a spur to m3ke us 
grapple with them well. 

‘T earnestly hope that it will be in my 
power to accept your invitation. If 
can come I certainly will.”

The weakness of a young man addicted 
to strong drink, the térrible suffering fer 
the victim and for others that follow in 
the wake of such execesses, the Influence 
of heredity, the disastrous consequences; 
alj these play a part that leaves no room 
for questioning. Two or three romances 
are also included in the drama, but these 
as well as ‘‘the visiting of the sins of the 
father,’’ are made convincingly subserv- 
ient to the keynote of mother-love that 
dominages absolutely and oeyg ony 
the every act, actor and action in ‘The 
Greatest Thing in the World.” 

The story deals with a question of this 
modern present so vividly and the les- 
son is taught so plainly that it may *e 
truly stated that this drama of Harriet 
Ford and Beatrice de Mille reverts di- 
rectly to the mission for which the old 
Grecian and Roman plays were first in- 
stituted, the portraying of some moral. 
But it is a refreshing exception to the 
problem plays with which we have been 
so much associated. Pure women remain 
pure, strong men lend a helping hand 
and the weak are lifted to a higher plain 
of usefulness. Where “‘Ghosts’’ left us at 
the last in an atmosphere of degeneracy; 
where “Iris” left us with the ravings of 
a man mad with the disappointment of 
jilicit desire and the banishment of a 
scorned and fallen woman, ‘‘The Great- 
est Thing in the World” points to high- 
er and better things. 

Perhaps this is most beautifully por- 
trayed in the scene between Rose Cogh- 
lan as Mrs. Bryant, and Louis Shea as 
David McFarland. In this scene the 
Scotchman with a regard for justice so 
typical of the modern Pharisee, rejoicing 
in the narrowness of his own goodness, 
demands the measuring out of the letter 
of the law for the punishment of Cecil 
Bryant, the forger. Here it is that the 
stern sense of justice plays at cross pur- 
poses with the self-sacrifice of maternal 
devotion. It is the arraignment of the 
“eye for an eye’’ of the old Mosaic law 
against the gospel] of love. 

The drama is altogether modern, the 
stage settings, the gowns of the women 
and the correct attire of the men suggest 
the drawing room of the present as much 
as does the morale which confronts so 
man; ‘families either among the living 
or in the varefully closeted skeleton of a 
past generation, Just as ‘‘Woman of No 
Importance” teaches that ‘‘nothing suc- 
ceeds like excess,’’ so does ‘‘The Greatest 
Thing in the World,’’ but it goes on and 
teaches of the sunlight of perfect love 
that is strong enough to dissipate’ the 
every shadow of affliction even when it 
deepens to the apparent depths of total 
darkness, Sir Gilbert Parker has, per- 
haps, painted the strongest picture of the 
evils of intemperance in his “Right of 
Way.’ Sir Henry Drummond in his ‘‘The 
Greatest Thing in the World’’ has penned 
in a most remaruable way the power of 
love, The drama which bears the same 
title combines beautifully and helpfully 
the lessons of each. 

As the conventional mother, embrac- 
in gboth love and pride, Rose Coghlan 
was at her best. If there are not the 
same dramatic climaxes of her ‘‘The Sec- 
ond Mrs. Tanqueray,” there are different 
kinds of opportunities which she im- 
proved in a way that will be remembered 
even above and beyond her powers as an 
ing both love and pride, Rose Coghlan 
required to make the devotion of a 
mother transcend at all times the love 
emotional actress.

FIRST MEETINC 
FOR UNIVERSITY 


Open Session Occurs Tonight 
at Central Presbyterian, 


Representatives of Seven Synods of 
Seven Southern States To Dis- 
cuss Presbyterian Univer- 
sity—Chamber of Com- 
merce Gives Ban- 
quet. 


a 


Twenty-one prominent Presbyterians 
who have been appointed by the seven 
synods cf this denomination in as many 
states will meet in the Central Presby- 
terian church tonight at 7:30 o'clock to 
consider the question of locating here a 
big university. The session willl last about 
one hour, and will be open to the public, 
every one being invited to attend: 

About one year ago prominent Presby- 
terians throughout the south began to 
consider the feasibility of removing the 
Southwestern Presbyterian university, at 
Clarksville, Tenn., and the Columbia 
Theological seminary, at Columbia, to 
some central point, and coordinating the 
classical and the theological courses. 
Different cities in the south at once be- 
gan to offer inducements to those in 
charge of the movement in order to bring 
the university there. 

Atlanta caught the spirit, and  de- 
termined to make an offer which would 
eclipse anything offered by other cities. — 
A great mass meeting was held and 
thousands of dollars were raised for the 
cause. Every class of people contributed 
to the fund. The workman and the 
manufacturer gave according to their 
means, and when the sum total was 
counted, the necessary $250,006 had been 
raised. This amount was offered to the 
trustees of the university as an induce- 
ment toward bringing the college here. 

In order to fully discuss this offer and 
to consider the feasibility of removing 
the two colleges and locating them here, 
where they would be merged into one, 
aided and strengthened by the large sum 
raised by Afanta citizens and members 
of the Presbyterian church, this meeting 
will be held tonight.

| On the Way to Ratification. 
The Constitution’s special Washing- 
ton dispatches yesterday contained 
the interesting and gratifying infor- 
mation that it is now practically con- 
ceded that the Panama canal treaty 
will be ratified. It appears that the 
democratic senators have wisely con- 
cluded ndét to make the issue a cau- 
cus matter, and the indications are 
that perhaps as many as one-half of 
the democratic senators will vote in 


| favor of the treaty, thus insuring the 


immediate beginning of work on the 
construction of the canal. 

It was, of course, with regret that 
the same issue of The Constitution 
which conveyed this information from 
its Washington correspondent had 
also to carry the statement of Sena- 
tor Joseph W. Bailey, of Texas, who 
announced his unconditional opposi- 
tion to the ratification of the canal 
treaty, declaring that he would resign 
his seat in the senate before he would 
“dishonor his state and party” by as- 
suming that “the people of the coun- 
try desire a canal and are not par- 
ticular about the methods by which 
they secure it,” which, inferentially, 
he takes for granted that his vote for 
the canal] treaty would imply. 

Mr. Bailey is a strong man in the 
legislative counsels of the national 
democracy. Barring Mr. Gorman, the 
minority leader in the senate, there 
is probably not a senator on the demo- 
cratic side whose political initiative 
and statesmanlike judgment are more 
deferred t6, at least by the great body 
of democratic suffragists. Mr. Bailey 
is a young man, but he long ago dem- 
onstrated qualities of party leader- 
ship and genuine statesmanship that 
marked him as no less able than bril- 
liant. His rise has been meteoric, but 
his distinct gifts of speech and per- 
sonality were groundéd in a mentality 
innately large and thoroughly culti- 
vated by study and first-hand observa- 
tion. As an expounder of the consti- 
tution and an ardent advocate of con- 
stitutionalism, it is doubtful if he has 
his peer in congress today. Senator 
Bailey is more than a credit to the 
expansive commonwealth he repre- 
sents; he is a credit to the democratic 
party and to American statesmanship. 

So much for The Constitution’s opin- 
ion of the junior Texas senator, frank- 
ly expressed. We are at once the gen- 
tlemen’s friend and admirer. But, 
nevertheless, we not only take issue 
with his attitude toward the pending 
canal treaty, but he will pardon our 
expression of the belief that his ex- 
pressed grounds of opposition to that 
measure is hyperbolical, illogically 
sentimental, unfounded in fact, and, 
as a matter of party policy, altogether 
indefensible. His reasons might do 
for a doctrinaire who would seduce 
the minds of men from cold, concrete 
reason to fervid, abstract idealism, 
but the age of the crusades is past and 
we of this practical age are not chas- 
ing rainbows, either in government or 
private business. 

Not that we admit the ethical right- 
eousness of Senator Bailey’s extraor- 
dinary position. So far from it, we 
contend that, in so far as the law of 
nations and good Jacksonian, yes, and 
Jeffersonian, precedent are concerned, 
the actions of the executive department 
of the governmentin the Panama mat- 
ter were regular and, as the morality 
of international usage goes, moral. 
The conscientious but mistaken sen- 
ator from Texas will never vacate his 
seat because of any moral dereliction 
in American sentiment on the Panama 
canal question, for none exists. The 
supporters of the pending treaty, who 
represent vastly the majority senti- 
ment, are as consistent as Mr. Bailey 
in their belief that the prompt rati- 
fication of the momentous instrument 
is right and just. If he and they dif- 
fer in their conceptions of national 
probity, neither should accuse the 
other of unworthy motives. 

Speaking for its large reading con- 
stituency and the south, The Constitu- 
tion reiterates its conviction that no 
odium of dishonor can attach to the 
American government or the Ameri- 
can people through the ratification of 
the Panama treaty by the United 
States senate. It will require some- 
thing behind the special message of 
the president to show discreditable and 
extra-judicial conduct on the part of 
the executive department toward the 
Panama revolution, let it have been 
an opera bouffe affair, if you please, 
and the initiative of our government 
in recognizing the de facto, if minia- 
ture republic, was considered regular 
enough to be followed by all the great 
nations of the earth. 

The existence of the republic of 
Panama an acknowledged fact, its 
right to negotiate a canal treaty be 
comes self-evident. Colombia, elim- 
inated as a factor in the negotiations 
by the “divine right of revolution,” 
has only her fatuity and venality to 
blame for her unhappy dilemma. It 
is not for the United States to go be 
hind the face of events for sentiment- 
al equities and abstract principles of 
morality. The canal has been thrown 
at our heads by the whirligig of for- 
tuity, and the only rational question 
presented by the turn of events is, do 
we want it when we can get it on 
fair and favorable terms? 

To this question there can be but 
one true American answer. We not 
only want it; we recognize it as a 
paramount necessity in working out 
our manifest national destiny. Here 
in the south we regard the question as 
so vital that it can almost make or 
unmake our material future, Discrim- 
inated against by the transcontinental 
railroads and circumscribed by the 
historical, political and social influ- 
ences of our section, southerners, 
more than other Americans, recog- 
nize in the building of the isthmian 


jeans a national policy of the very 


_— 


first importance, and one that rises 
above all considerations of partisan- 
ship and quibbling technicalities as to 
ways and means. With the south it 
is a live local issue, and to the gulf 
states especially a canal across the 
isthmus means the fulfillment of their 
dreams of maritime and commercial 
supremacy. | 

Texas would benefit as largely, if 
not more largely, than any other gulf 
state from the great engineering con- 
summation, becoming a veritable em- 
pire in her internal development 
as well as area. Probably one of the 
most populous cities of the union 
would be built at Galveston, or else- 
where on her magnificent coastline. 
But it is idle to talk of the certain 
benefits. Mr. Bailey understands them 
full well as applying to Texas. 

Senator Bailey is an accomplished 
student of history. He knows how 
the executive department of the gov- 
ernment, in the Jefferson administra- 
tion, was a bit forehanded in the 
diplomatic methods employed by our 
representatives in Paris when the 
Louisiana purchase was thrown at our 
heads by Napoleon; he knows how 
General Jackson assumed a rather ex- 
traordinary individual initiative when 
we acquired Florida; he knows, in the 
case of his own state of Texas, how 
the Uitlanders under Houston treked 
into that promising Transvaal of the 
latter thirties and, in due course of 
time, saw no other way to the exercise 
of their heaven-born rights than 
through revolt against Mexican au- 
thority, which revolution was aided 
and abetted by the democratic admin- 
istration at Washington and stood 
sponsor for by no less a southern 
statesman than John C. Calhoun; he 
also knows that we made our western 
and southwestern boundaries \sym- 
metrical by some goodly landed atees- 
sions as the result of the war waged 
upon Mexico in support of Texas inde- 
pendence. 

Measuring it by all accepted stand- 
ards of nationa] morality, will the sen- 
ator from Texas say that the treaty of 
Guadaloupe Hidalgo was more honora- 
ble to the United States than is the 
pending treaty with Panama? And 
that treaty, as he is well aware, was 
the inevitable sequel of American in- 
tervention in behalf of the Texas rev- 
olutionists, who, in the eyes of the 
Mexicans, were rank Uitlanders and 
fillibusters. 

Any history of the United States 
will substantiate these historical 
facts, but let us quote briefly from the 
recent work of William A. Mowry on 
“The Territorial] Growth of the United 
States.” This author says: 

There is little douM® that this revolution 
was encouraged, if not aided, by the 
statesmen of the southern states of our 
union. Calhoun said, ‘“‘There were power- 
ful reasons why Texas should be a part 
of this union. The southern states, own- 
ing a large slave population, were deeply 
interested in preventing that country from 
having power to anrpoy them.”’ One of the 
last acts of President JacksOn was to ac- 
knowledge the independenge of Texas, * * 

The annexation of Texas brought on a 
war with Mexico. That cofintry had never 
acknowledged the independence of Texas, 
and the boundaries be&ween the two were 
in dispute. 

One does not have to read between 
the lines of American history to see 
that our diplomacy has ever been 
quick to recognize and take advantage 
of the main chance in the acquisition 
of territory and the accomplishment 
of an advantageous foreign policy. 
Hairs cannot be split over methods if 
a nation is to achieve its greatest 
growth and influence among the pow- 
ers of the world. Senator Bailey well 
knows this; and he knows that those 
methods have not been peculiar to 
One -party or one section. The demo- 
cratic party and the south must ac- 
cept their full share of the historical 
responsibility—indeed, through the 
democratic party nearly all of our ad- 
ditional territory has been acquired. 

As The Constitution ‘has heretofore 
pointed out, such intervention as was 
employed by our government in the 
Panama incident was less aggravated 
and infinitely more justifiable than 
the intervention in behalf of Cuban 
independence, and no party lines or 
hypercritical moral plaints were 
drawn or directed against that splen- 
did departure in behalf of human lib- 
erty and Monrovian expediency. 

Texas is against her junior sena- 
tor’s point of view in the premises. 
Texas wants the Panama canal under 
this treaty and is exerting persuasive 
pressure upon her senators to influ- 
ence their votes for the treaty. 

The Constitution and the people of 
the south will not hesitate to accord 
Senator Bailey due admiration for his 
independence of character and fidelity 
to principle as has been given his con- 
science to see the right, but at the 
same time they will most emphatica® 
ly deprecate and distrust his good 
judgment and political enlightenment 
in this instance. 


Weyler’s Scheme. 

General Weyler, whose career in 
Cuba, at the head of the Spanish 
forces, has won him an unenviable no- 
toriety, is about to publish a volume 
dealing with his military and polit- 
ical campaigns in that island. 

A Madrid newspaper is of the opin- 
ion that the most interesting part of 
General Weyler’s book is the two sup- 
plementary letters which it contains. 
In one he describes his project for 
landing on United States territory, 
and in the other he explains why he 
was obliged to abandon the projéct. 

His scheme was to seize every avail- 
able vessel in Havana harbor and be- 
fore the appearance of the United 
States squadron off the coast to land 
25,000 men in Louisiana, where, ac- 
cording to his view, “the malcontents 
of the United States governnient, still 
smarting under their defeat in the 


civil war, would rise enmasse and 
make common cause with Spain.” 

It is almost inconceivable that such 
a scheme as this should have present- 
ed itself seriously to the doughty 
Spaniard—and yet Weyler was no 
joker, or if he was, his humor took 
as grim a shape as that of Nero. He 
had no doubt been a reader of the re- 
publican organs of the north, and had 
somehow got it into his head that they 
were in the habit of correctly repre 
senting the feelings of the people of 
the south. If he kept a scrapbook con- 
taining the various editorial charges 
against the people who were opposed 
to the north during the civil war, he 
could easily prove to his countrymen 
that his scheme was perfectly feasi- 
ble. 

General Weyler has not been the 
first, by a considerable number, to

his point of view. 

All that was needed to close up the 
chinks and crevices of good feeling 
was the war, which Weyler did more 
to promote by his heartless adminis- 
tration of affairs in Cuba than all 
other causes combined.

Justice Harlan’s Lecture. 
Justice Harlan is a republican, and 


was appointed to the supreme bench 


‘By the late Mr. Hayes, but he recent- 
ly) delivered a lecture before a law 
class, in the course of which he em- 
ployed language of a kind sometimes 
attributed to the hard-headed demo- 
crats of the country. Indeed, a por- 
tion of his remarks was so much lle 
the utterances of case-hardened demo- 
crats, who will make no compromise 
with anything or anybody, that it is 
very likely the amiable justice will be 
brought to taw, as the saying is, for 
making an attack on the administra- 
tion. 

And we all know how tender and 
sensitive a party is about its adminis- 
tration_during the year set apart for 

election. During any 
year an administration is re- 


from} what quarter it may come, is 
laughed at as heartily as one of the 
stale and standing jokes we see in the 
variegated comic papers. 

But for twelve months or more pre- 
vious to a presidential election laugh- 
ter ceases to be good party-form. The 
administration that expects to suc- 
ceed itself begins to hunt for sore 
places on its corporosity, and usually 
succeeds in finding more than it can 
conveniently take care of. It sheds 
its shell and easily becomes the wail- 
ing victim,even of the paragraphers. 
Attacks from the opposition are to. be 
expected, though they hurt considera- 
bly; whereas an attack from a source 
supposed to be friendly is enough to 
put a'fairly healthy administration to 
bed. 

Justice Harlan, it seems, was speak- 
ing a good word for the organic law 
of the land—the constitution which 
first and-last has caused the republi- 
can party so much trouble, even with 
its war amendments, and he express- 
ed a fear that it may somehow be sac- 
rificed to the ambition of the repub- 
lican party.to make the United States 
a world power. In speaking to the 
class, he said: “Let us hope that this 
great instrument which has served so 
well will weather the storms which 
the ambitions of certain men are cre- 
ating in an effort to make this a 
world power.” 

Naturally, coming from a republil- 
can justice of the supreme court, this 
has attracted the attention of those 
who feel that the administration has 
been wounded in one of the sorest of 
its sore spots, and, quite as naturally, 
those who are responsible for the ad- 
ministration are beginning to protest 
because the democrats are doing their 
utmost to make capital out of the re- 
marks. 

As for Justice Harlan, he has crawl- 
ed into his hole and refuses to come 
forth at the bidding of the newspaper 
reporter. This has emboldened some 
of the republican leaders in congress 
to say that the justice was merely con- 
sidering a possibility, and not refer- 
ring to existing conditions. 

This no doubt is a fairly good way 
to feel about it, but a better way— 
for it is a way in which the whole 
country can join—is to believe that 
the constitution is so firmly establish- 
ed in the political habits and beliefs 
of the people that it cannot be safely 
tampered with in a time of peace and 
prosperity. @t is a written instru- 
ment, of course, and cannot be ex- 
pected to take eare of itself, as the 
republican party demonstrated direct- 
ly after the war; but there will al- 
ways be those who are eager to de- 
fend it, and they will always be found 
in the democratic party, or in a party 
professing democratic principles. Con- 
sequently, the remarks of Justice Har- 
lan are jnteresting only so far as they 
show that thoughtful republicans are 
not willing to trust their party when 
it comes to preserving intact: the or- 
ganic law of the land. 

There are a great many other peo- 
ple who will sympathize with the 
hopes of the justice, and, should the 
occasion arise, they will be found 
numerous enough to prevent the muti- 
lation of the constitution.

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GEORGIA INDUSTRIAL 
COLLEGE CONFERENCE 


College, Ga., Jamuarq 18.—(Special.)— 
The next annual farmers’ conference of 
the Georgia State Industrial college will 
be held from February 26 to 29. 

Last year the name “Wiregrass Con- 
ference’ was adopted by the delegates 
and the scope of the conference was cn- 
larged to take in laborers and mechanics, 
as well as farmers. More than 2,000 
people attended the various sessions of 
the last gathering, and this year the at- 
tendance will be even larger. Last yeu 
1.000 packages of seeds were given 
away. This year 1,500 packages have 
been promised by the department of agri- 
culture, together with several hundred 
papers on valuable agricultural topics. 
The papers on hog-raising, care of chick- 
ens, cows, etc., are very practical] ana 
valuable. 

Hon. R. E. Lester and Senator Bacon 
and Senator Clay have interested them- 
selves in the conferences both at present 
and in the past, and their efforts have 
greatly aided to make the conference a 
success. 

As an {dea of how this work has grown 
and how it is held in the esteem of sis 
ter schools in the state, all the colleges 
and secondary schools are fully represent- 
ed, either by their presidents or duly ac- 
credited delegates. Last year the presi- 
dent of the state school of Kentucky was 
present during the entire session and this 
year there will be representatives from 
other states. The practical nature of the 
conference appeals strongly to all really 
interested in the development of the race. 


Oyster Culture Study. 


The college is located In close touch 
with an industry which has never been 
fully appreciated by the rest of the state, 
that is the picking and marketing of oys- 
ters. This year it is planned tg take a 
very careful survey of this branch of 
the state’s resources and to publish all 
available statistics and information con- 
cerning it. Many hundred people make 
their Hving by the culture of oysters and 
thousands enjoy this delicious food, but 
know little or nothing of the methods 
used in securing it or the hardships and 
even danger of those whose efforts furnish 
it to the market. The people who are 
engaged in this work are locally known 
as ‘“‘geechee”’ or Ogeechee oyster farmers. 

The cultivation of rice will be given 
specia] attention by the conference, and 
it is hoped that more tice cultivation 
will grow out of this specia] effort. 

A very appreciable improvemcnt is 
noticed in the character of the delegates 
attending these conferences, and it is 
the general opinion of those who have 
watched the effect of the conference that 
the colored farmers of this section have 
been influenced very greatly by these 
conferences. In fact, the conference is 
now regarded as a permanent feature 
and of too much value to be discarded. 
South Carolina farmers and a few even 
from Florida are now present at each 
session. 


School Is Expanding. 


The school is prosperous but needs 
more money for enlargement and nat- 
ural progress. At present nearly 400 
students are on the roll, and eight states 
are represented among its students, and 
of the counties in Georgia, sixty-one 


have one or more representatives here,

The committee arrived early 
in the forenoon and remained on the 
grounds until the afternoon, during 
which time they thoroughly examined 
all the departments of the schooL On 
their arrival they were greeted by the 
music of the college band, which was 
drawn up in front ef the boys’ dormie 
tory. ‘ 

They were first conducted through jhe 
trade departments, where they observed 
students working at twelve useful trades, 
Thence they passed over to the welle 
kept farm and dairy. Everywhere o&® 
erything was as neat as could be, ang 
the committee was well pleased with 
what they saw. In the meantime the 
studentae had deen gathered in the 
chapel, and here the committee, under 
the escort of Major J. F. Brooks, sete 
retary of the board of trustees of the 
negro college, came. Each member ada 
dressed words of wisdom to the asseme 
bled students. who were greatly ene 
couraged by the remarks of the gentlee 
men of the committee. 

Chairman Hall said that he was very 
greatly surprised at the progress of the 
work. He had no idea that the school 
was doing such an important and valuae 
ble work for the state. 

Senator Comas expressed himself ag 
being delighted with all he had seen of 
the school; that the work was a mam 
vel to him. He thought Professor Wright 
to be the right man in the right place 
Tt was a source of wonder to him how 
the school could do so much with such 
a little money. 

The whole committee expressed theme 
Selves in much the same way. 

President Wright thanked the commits 
tee for their presence and thelr expres- 
sions. He declared that he would dedj- 
cate his whole life to securing the con 
tinuation of harmony among the races, 

In speaking of their forthcoming ree 
pott to the legislature, members of 
the committee state that it will probably 
say that the school is the best conducted 
in the state. Judge Hall further saidsg 

“I do not believe that we can compll- 
ment President Meldrim, of the board 
of trustees, or Professor Wright, head 
of the faculty, too highly. A remarka- 
ble work is being done, and I am glad 
that it can be said that right here In 
Savannah Georgia possesses an institu- 
tion just as noteworthy as Booker 
Washington's famous institution § at 
Through the efforts of President Wright 
about fifty new and useful books have 
been added to the library this term. The 
library is small, but is of much service,

Daniel J, Sully Indorses Con- 
stitution’s: Editorial, 


Millionaire Cotton Operator Passed 
Through Atlanta Yesterday—De- 
mand Holds Up Price, He Says. 
Sully Will Go Into the 
Stock Market.

Daniel J. Sully, the millionaire cotton 
Operator of New York and New Orleans, 
expects to go into the stock market 
shortly and will acquire a seat on the 
stock exchange. 

Mr. Sully himself gave this informa- 
tion to a representative of The Consti- 
tution yesterday morning as he was 


passing through Atlanta on his way 
from New Orleans to New York. 

Mr. (Sully: teiterated: the statement 
made in his recent address in New 


Orleans regarding the future of the cot- 
ton crop. 

“The world needg now and can use 
guickly and with dispatch a crop of 
' 11,800,000 bales,” Mr. Sully said, ‘‘and 
within three or four years more it will 
require a 12,000,000 bale crop to satisfy 
the demands. 

“No, the advance in cotton has not 
been due in any wise, in my opinion, to 
the speculative feature. The law of 
supply and demand is inexorable, The 
world needs the cotton and cannot get 
ft, consequently the price has advanced. 

“Not more than two years ago, you 
will remember, the consumers were fight- 
ing against 9 cent cotton, just 4s they 
are fighting now against 14 cent 
cotton. And in spite of the fight against 
it, it is bound to come. With the present 
conditions before us there is, in my 
opinion, no avoiding it; 14 cent cotton 
is bound to come. 

“The world can get the cotton {t needs 
nowhere except from the south, and the 
south should raise it. The farmers of 
the south may plant cotton now without 
any fear of being able to market it at 
a-good paying price.” 

Mr. Sully was asked if he had interested 
himself in the stock market. 

“T have not done so up to the present 
time,’ he said, ‘‘but my friends have been 
urging me to do so, and I shall make 
arrangements to that end upon my re- 
turn to New York. I shall acquire 4 
Feat upon the stock exchange and inter- 
est myself in the situation in a quiet 
way.” 

Constitution on Right Line. 

“Ry the way,” Mr. Sully continued, 
going back to cotton, ‘I read that edi- 
torial in The Constitution this morning 
with a great deal of interest. There is 
no doubt about the fact that there is 
a coming demand for a 12,000,000 hale 
crop, and the farmera of the south 
should accept The Constitution’s advice. 
There are many more uses for cotton 
now than ever before, and new uses are 
constantly being discovered, so that it 
is safe to say the demand will be fully 
equal to, if not greater, than such a 
crop can supply.” 

Mr. Sully alighted from the West Point 
train as it came into the city. He 18 
not known here, however, and on that 
account attracted little attention. He 
took a little walk around the depot be- 
fore the train started for New York. 

“T see you are going to have a new de- 
pot here,’ he -remarked. His hearers 
assented that Ajtlanta hhad hopes of 
such good fortune, 

Mr. Sully is a man of uncertain age. 
but whom many would take for about 
50 years old. His hair is gray as 
is his moustache, which is his 
only facial adornment. But his 
color is that of a man much younger.

Chieago, January |8.—Charged with 
robbing the dead and dying at the Iro- 
quols theater fire, threes men have been 
placed under arrest by the Chicago police.

ORGANS OF OCTOGENARIAN- 
IN BODY OF A YOUNG MAN 


New York, January !8.—Encased with 
the body of a man 23 years old, the doc- 
tors of the Lincoln hospital in this city 
have found the vital organs that belong 
to an octogenarian. 

The discovery may be regarded as onc 
of the most surprising in the history of 
the post mortem examinations and so fat 
as known stands alone, aithough it bears 
some resemblance to the case of tne 
peasant girl, Jeanne Uhl, who aroused 
interest among French anatomists about 
fifteen years ago. William McGrath was 
admitted to the hospital about four 
weeks ago, suffering intense pain in the 
lower part of the back in the region of 
the kidneys. He had lived In Or near 
New York ‘all his life, there being nv 
excess of ozone in the atmosphere which 
he took into his lungs, so there eould 
not be any abnormal oxidization in his 
arteries, as in the case of Jeanne Uhl. 

His face was youthful in contour and 
his skin smooth. He did not appear tu 
be within three years of his actual age. 
His ailment was diagnosed as acute ne- 
phritis—inflammation of the kidneys. He 
received the most skillful medical at- 
tention and careful nursing, but sank 


» 


gradually to death. An autopsy was 
performed in the presence of three of tha 
hospital staff. The kidneys were exam- 
ined first and the doctors were amazed 
to find them shriveled and contracted, 
just as those of a man 80 years of age. 
Then the dissectors found an enlarged 
liver that belonged to an octogenarian 


, and not a boy. 


Further exploration disclosed a heart 
grown to a size out of all” proportion. 
Exhibited to a skilled anatomist with its 
history concealed it would be pronounce’ 
tof be the heart of a man at least 75 
years old, accustomed all his life to hard 
work.

SEPTIC TANK SUGGESTION. 


Third Ward Citizen Makes New Sug- 
gestion to the Board of 
Health. 

At a recent meeting the bogrd of 
health asked for suggestions In regard to 
a septic tank. Citizer. of the third ward 
were protesting against the location of 
a tank on Cofinolly street. One of the 
citizens who was present at the meeting 
and who heard the request for sugges- 
tions has furnished The Constitution with 
the following card: : 

“Bditor Constitution: We have reach- 
ed an era in the history of our city when 
the so-called septic tanks might menace 
our public health. I will therefore be 
pardoned for offering a suggestion whica 
I believe will be a feasible solution of tne 
question about the disposition of neght 
soll, garbage and ashes from manufacto- 
ries, hotels and private residences. I 
think my suggestion will lessen the cost 
to the city and will at the same time 
protect the city’s healtn. 

“T suggest that the ashes be used to 
pave our improved streets. Let the ashes 
be collected separately from the garbage. 
With one bushel] of salt, one barrel of lime 
and one cart load of red clay to every 
20,000 pounds of ashes you can make as 
good a peving matorial as could be want- 
ed. It will be good as chert and very 
cheap. 

‘The electric car lines, which are not 
used ater !2 o'clock at night can be util 


+ 


ized to haul the night soil to the river, 
where it can be dumped into the river 
Or emptied into a septic tank. Flag cars 
can be provided by the city for the pur- 
pose. At some convenient point in the 
city tBe cars can be sidetracked in each 
ward. During the day the wagons can 
haul the night soil in air tight barrels to 
the cars. The loading of the cars might 
be done after midnight; tha cars can be 
tuken to the river and there unloaded at 
a point below our pumping station. A 
derrick could be built at a very small 
cost by which the barrels could be low- 
ered into the river, emptied, washed and 
replaced on the cars again. If there is 
any objection to this, then build your sep- 
tic tank at the river. 

“Of course, the garbage can be treatea 
in the same way as the night soil. 

“The cars with their empty barrels 
could be returned to the city and un- 
loaded on the wagons long before the 
trolley cars began to operate again In 
the morning. 

“I offer this because I believe it is a 
feasible plan and will save the city trou- 
ble and expense. I believe in the better- 
ment of our city and have no selfish 
motives in the matter. I am a taxpayes 
in the third ward and trust that my sug- 
gestion may be looked into.

AND MORE ACTIVE 


Responded to Favorable Turn Abroad 
- In Far Eastern Outlook. 


MONEY FREELY OFFERED 


During the Final Hour Trading in 
Stocks Showed Some Animation. 
Minor Railroads and Indus- 

' trials Given Greatest 
Preference. 


New York, January 18.—The stock mar- 
ket responded today to the favorable 
turn of sentiment abroad over the Far 
East outlook and the notable strength- 
ening of the focal money situation. 
There was A@qmore active and a broader 
market, and during the fina] hour the 
trading took on something like * anima- 
tion. The same striking preference fo 
Stocks of minor railroads and industrials 
for speculative movements that hae been 
in evidence for some time was the con- 
spieuous feature of the trading. New 
York Central and Louisville and Naeh- 
ville achieved a | point movement early 
in the day, but it was not until late in 
the last houy of the session that St. 
Paul moved up ! 3-8. This exhausts the 
list of standard railroad stocks which 
made any movement worthy of notice. 
The Rock Island stocks were taken vig- 
orousiy in hand, evidently for a specu- 
lative campaign, the common being lifted 
1 3-8 and the preferred 3%. The bonds 
of the Rock Isiand group of companies 
made even more sensational advances, 
the 5s scoring an upward bound of 4% 
and the 4s 3 points. The industrial de- 
partment of the market was rather 
broader, but was considerably. overshad- 
owed by the heavy dealing in United 
States Steel preferred. The enormous 
absorption of the corporation's second 
mortgage 5s had a marked sympathetic 
effect on the preferred stock. The par 
value of the day’s sales of the Unitea 
States Steel 2d 5s exceeded that of all 
the rest of the bonds sold during the day. 
This movement was induced by the an- 
nouncement that the bonds had been list- 
ed on the London stock exchange. This 
Save rise to an expectation that a com- 
prehensive movement to make a market 
for the bonds was in contemplation. A 
sim@lar expectation was an important 
element in the Rock Island movement, 
Amalgamated Copper rose a point. The 
few railroads reporting gross earnings 
for the second week in January made a 
more favorable comparison with last 
year’s coresponding period than was the 
case with the first+«week’s earnings. The 
Missouri Pacific statement of net earnings 
for November partly offset these favora- 
ble influences, showing as it did a decline 
in net earnings of $436,951, or over 33 
per cent. Some question as to the rate 
of dividend to be declared Yomorrow 
ou Erie first preferred acted as a drag 
on those stocks. Money: was offered 
with great freedom, and the rise of 
sterling exchange toward the gold export 
point was not the cause of any surprise 
or apparent uneasiness.
